I education. Dr Sehrt said that the em­ 
phasis will soon have to be placed 
upon those subjects by high schools, 
rather than on a technical training. 
The siibjecta which are pursued by 
a pupil entering high school should 
be of such a nature as to g’ve as well 
rounded an education as possible, he 
said. 
Parents in the past have left 
the choice of studies largely to the 
pupils themselves, with the result that 
many have specialized on certain 
courses, business courses in particular, 
and there are very few children just 
entering 
high 
school, 
Dr. 
Sehrt 
cia'nved, who know what thy really 
intend to do in life, or what they 
are best fitted to. 
Advantages to be gained from a 
t classical course, he briefly enumerated 
as developing discipline, orderly think­ 
ing and culture. 
Mathematics and 
science will teach discipline and or­ 
derly thinking, Dr. Sehrt said, and 
a study of literature and Latin will 
develop culture, right thinking and 
correct speech. Literature can be eas­ 
ily taught in the home, he claimed, and 
said that as a rule the best students 
came from homes where the growing 
children had free access to plenty of 
good books, and were taught to use 
them. 
A study of Latin, he said, helps the 
student to understand the allusions 
rn English literature, to the myth­ 
ology and religion of ancient peoples, 
and it is also a great help in study­ 
ing the grammar ami proper use of 
English.
